GRAND JORY INDICTS 
REV. FRANK NORRIS 


Fort Worth, Tex., Dec. 
ll.—The 
Grand Jury of the Seventeenth Dis­ 
trict court returned two indictments 
at 5 oclock this afternoon against Rev 
J. Frank Norris, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, charging him 
with 
arson in connection with the burn­ 
ing of the First. Baptist church and 
parsonage last year. The warrants tor 
the arrest of defendant had not been 
served at 7 o’clock tonight and Depu­ 
ty Sheriff Fitch, who was at the office 
elated that he had received instruc­ 
tions from Sheriff Rea not to make 
the arrest until morning. 
The action of ‘he grand jury fol­ 
lowed the boheas corpus proceedings 
had in the Sixty-seventh District court 
this afternoon, which resulted in the 
release of Dr. Norris on his own rec­ 
ognisance. 
As the result of the habeas corpus 
Proceedings Instituted last night in 


the Sixtv-Seventh District Court, Rev. 
Mr. Norris, who was charged by com­ 
plaint with arson in two cases, was 
released on his own recognizance, to 
await such action as the grand jury 
might take. 
Justice of the Peace T. J. Maben had 
bound Dr. Norris over in the sum of 
$2,00©, after a prolonged examining 
trial on the charges of burning the 
First Ba vt int church and parsonage 
last year.
